to amend the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition ) 

Act, 1961 and the Kerala Joint Hindu Family System ( Abolition ) Act , 1975 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition ) Act, 1961 and the Kerala 
Joint Hindu Family System ( Abolition ) Act, 1975 , for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund ( Partition ) and the Kerala Joint Hindu 
Family System (Abolition ) Amendment Act, 1978 . 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition) Act, 1961, (16 of 1961) 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), - 

(a ) for clause (c), the following clause shall be, and shall be deemed 
to have been , substituted with effect on and from the 28th day of December, 
1971, namely : 

" (c) family means the Marumakkathayam joint family consisting 
of the four main thavazhies of the Ruler of the former State of Cochin within 
themeaning of clause (22) of article 366 of the Constitution of India ;" ; 
. (b ) in clause (d ), the words " of the Maharaja of Cochin ” shall be, 
and shall be deemed to have been , omitted with effect on and from the 28th 
day of December, 1971. 

3. Substitution of new section for section 3.- For section 3 of the principai 
Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 3. Partition of the Estate and the Palace Fund.- (1) The seniormost 
male member of the family shall, within sixty days from the date of commence 
ment of the Valiamma T hampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund 
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( Partition ) and the Kerala Joint Hindu Family System (Abolition ) Amend 
ment Ordinance, 1978 , direct the Board to effect partition of the state and 
the Palace Fund among all the members entitled to a share of thc Estate and 
the Palace Fund under section 4 of the Kerala Joint Hindu Family System 
( Abolition) Act, 1975 ( 30 of 1976),and such direction shall be published by 
the Board in the Gazette . 

(2 ) If the seniormost male member fails to direct the Board as 
required by sub-section (1), the Board shall, on the expiry of the period speci 
fied in that sub -section , proceed to effect the partition of the Estate and the 
Palace Fund among the members referred to in sub -section (1) and the parti 
tion so effected shall be valid notwithstanding anything contained in section 
17 of the Proclamation . " . 


4. Omission of sections 4 and 5.- Sectioris 4 and 5 of the principal Act 
shall be, and shall be deemed to have been , omitted with effect on and from 
the 1st day of December, 1976 . 

5. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal Act, for the words 
"Maharaja of Cochin " , the words, " seniormostmale member" shall be, and 
shall be deemed to have been , substituted with effect on and from the 28th 
day of December, 1971. 


6. Amendmentof section 8. - In section 8 of the principal Act, 

(a) in the marginal note , the words " of the Maharaja” shall be, and 
shall be deemed to have been , omitted with effect on and from the 28th day 
of December, 1971 ; 

(b ) for the words " Maharaja of Cochin " , the words " former Ruler of 
Cochin " shall be, and shall be deemed to have been , substituted with effect 
on and from the 28th day of December , 1971; 

(c) the words " and subsisting at the time of the partition ” shall be 
inserted at the end . 

7. Substitution of new section for section 11. – For section 11 of the princi 
pal Act, the following section shall be, and shall be deemed to have been , 
substituted with effect on and from the 28th day of December, 1971 namely : 

" 11. Amendment of Proclamation . In the Proclamation (IX of 1124 ) 
dated the 29th June, 1949, promulgated by the Maharaja of Cochin , 

(i) in section 2, the word " and ” at the end of clause (b) shall be 
omitted and , after that clause, the following clause shall be inserted , namely :-- 

" (bb ) family means the Marumakkathayam joint family consisting 
of the four main thavazhies of the Ruler of the former State of Cochin within 
the meaning of clause (22) of article 366 of the Constitution of India;" ; 
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(ii) for the words " Our family " , wherever they occur, the words 
" the family shall be substituted ; 

(iii) for the word " Us" wherever it occurs, the words " the seniormost 
male member of the family " shall be substituted ; 

(iv ) in section 12, for the words “ Our previous sanction " , thewords 
the previous sanction of the seniormost male member of the family" shall 
bc substituted ; 

(v) in sections 17 and 20, for the words, " Our approval" , thewords 
the approval of the seniormostmale member of the family" shall be substi 
tuted ; 

(vi) in section 22, the words " the Estate and the Palace Fund shall 
be impartible and " shall be omitted ; 

( vii) section 24 shall be omitted .” . 


8. Amendment of Act 30 of 1976. - In the Kerala Joint Hindu Family 
System (Abolition ) Act, 1975 ( 30 of 1976 ), after section 7 , the following 
section shall be , and shall be deemed always to have been , inserted , namely : 


. “ 8. Proclamation IX of 1124 and Act 16 of 1961 to continue in force.-- Not 
withstanding anything contained in this Act or in any other law for the time 
being in force , Proclamation (IX of 1124 ) dated the 29th June, 1949, promul 
gated by the Maharaja of Cochin , as amended by the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund ( Partition ) and the Kerala Joint 
Hindu Family System (Abolition ) Amendment Act 1978 and the Valiamma 
Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund ( Partition ) Act, 1961 
(16 of 1961), as amended by the said Act shall continue to be in force and shall 
apply to the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund 
administered by the Board of Trustees appointed under section 3 of the said 
Proclamation ." 


9. Repeal and savings.- (1.) The Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam 
Estate and the Palace Fund ( Partition ) and the Kerala Joint Hindu Family 
System . (Abolition ) Amendment Ordinance, 1978 (1 of 1978 ), is hereby 
repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act or the Proclamation (IX of 1124 ) dated the 29th 
June, 1949 , promulgated by the Maharaja of Cochin or the Kerala Joint 
Hindu Family System (Abolition ) Act, 1975 ( 30 of 1976 ), as amended by 
the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the 
principal Act or the said Proclamation or Act, as the case may be , as amended 
by this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 6th day of January, 1978. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
On the 29th June 1949 , the Maharaja of Cochin promulgated a Procla 
mation (Proclamation IX of 1124), to make provision for the administration 
of the properties of the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the 
Palace Fund belonging to the family of the Ruler of the former State of 
Cochin . According to section 3 of the Proclamation , the Estate and the 
Palace Fund shall vest in a Board of Trustees to be called the Palace Adminis 
tration Board and the Board shall administer the Estate and the Palace Fund 
subject to the provisions of the Proclamation . Clause 17 of the Proclamation 
provides that no decision taken by the Palace Administration Board can be 
carried into effect unless it has the approval of the Maharaja of Cochin . 

2. By the Valiamma Thampuram Kovilakam Estate and the Palace 
Fund ( Partition ) Act, 1961 (16 of 1961), provision was made for the partition 
ofthe Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund. Accord 
ing to section 3 of that Act, the partition is to be ordered by the Maharaja 
of Cochin if a request in writing is made by a majority of the major members 
of the family . 

3. Consequent on the withdrawal of recognition of Rulers by the 
Constitution (Twenty-sixth Amendment) Act, 1971, it became necessary to 
amend the Proclamation (IX of 1124 ) and the Valiamma Thampuran Kovila 
kam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition ) Act, 1961, to change the references 
therein to the Maharaja of Cochin as references to the seniormost male 
member of the family of the Ruler of the former State of Cochin . 

4. The Kerala Joint Hindu Family System (Abolition ) Act, 1975 (30 of 
1976 ), which provides for the abolition of Hindu Joint families was brought 
into force with effect from the 1st December, 1976. Sub -section (2 ) of section 
4 of that Act provides that all members of a Joint Hindu Family other than 
an undivided Hindu family governed by the Mitakshara law holding any 
joint family property on the date of commencement of the Act shall, with 
effect from that day , be deemed to hold it as tenants- in - common as if a parti 
tion of such property per capita had taken place among all the members of the 
family living on the day aforesaid , whether such members were entitled to 
claim such partition or not under the law applicable to them and as if each 
one of the members is holding his or her share separately as full owner thereof. 
The family of the Ruler of the former State of Cochin , which is governed by 
the Marumakkathayam law , will fall under sub-section (2 ) of section 4 . 

Therefore, in spite of the provisions contained in the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition ) Act, 1961, the properties 
of the family shall be deemed to have been partitioned and accordingly all 
the members have become full owners of their share in the properties of the 
family . 


5. The family consists of more than seven hundred members. It is 
apprehended that a division of the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate 
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and the Palace Fund by metes and bounds might not be possible for a pretty 
long period as consensus among such a large number of co -owners could be 
practically impossible and that a suit for partition with so many members was 
impracticable. The Palace Administration Board cannot also surrender the 
properties to any one since such surrender to absolve the Board from liability 
must be to all the co -owners together, which is not practicable. It was, 
therefore , considered necessary to make the Kerala Joint Hindu Family 
System (Abolition ) Act inapplicable to the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam 
Estate and the Palace Fund and to provide for themanagement and partition 
thereof in accordance with the provisions of Proclamation (IX of 1124 ) and 
the Valiamma Thampuran Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund ( Partition ) 
Act, 1961. It was also considered necessary to empower the Palace Adminis 
tration Board to proceed to effect the partition if the senior-most male member 
of the family does not direct the Board to effect the partition within a specified 
period . 


6. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as the above 
proposals had to be given effect to immediately , the Valiamma Thampuran 
Kovilakam Estate and the Palace Fund (Partition ) and the Kerala Joint 
Hindu Family System (Abolition ) Amendment Ordinance, 1978 , was promul 
gated by the Governor on the 5th day of January , 1978 , and published as 
Ordinance No. 1 of 1978 . 


7. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the State 
Legislature . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill , if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State .
